DIET AND HEALTH 


Heart Disturbances 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
• Not all “heart attack*" are 
serious. 
Any time anyone over 
the age of consent nowadays gets 
suddenly sick, it is reputed to be 
a “ heart attack,” although it may 
really be anything from gallstone 
to a spree. 
The heart does some peculiar 
and alarm ing things, but (as I 
say, the outlook may not be so 
grave. There are the minor heart 
emergencies—faints and flutters

These sudden upsets are either 
self-limited, stop spontaneously, 
or respond to some simple medi­ 
cation. A thorough knowledge of 
Ruch situations is quite reassur­ 
ing. It is im portant to know when 
and when not to use certain rem ­ 
edies, and when and when not to 
get excited. 
Fainting Spell 
The plain, simple, domestic or 
garden faint has been divided by 
my learned colleagues into a num­ 
ber of categories. The one that 
most of you call a “ fainting spell” 
is called by them “a reflex circu­ 
latory disorder.” Emotional dis­ 
turbances. or excitem ent will pre­ 
cipitate them. 
I used to examine candidates 
for life insurance quite often, and 
many times one fainted during the 
examination. Once I was exam­ 
ining the pulse, and I had a linger 
on the w rist and both eyes on my 
watch, so I didn’t notice the con­ 
dition my client was getting into. 
I did notice, however, that the 
pulse completely stopped and I 
looked up ju st in time to catch 
him. 
Another time I was taking the 
blood pressure, and again my eyes 


were directed away from my cli­ 
ent’s face, watching the mercury 
column which went down and 
down. I said to myself, “ The man 
has no blood pressure a t all”— 
and looked up again just in time 
to prevent him from falling. 
These experiences illustrate the 
mechanism of fainting completely. 
The heart, through nervous in­ 
fluences comes to a standstill. It 
is a physiological axiom th at if 
the brain is deprived of blood for 
five seconds, unconsciousness is 
bound to occur. 
First Aid 


If the patient is put flat on the 
back, the circulation to the brain 
will be restored and the heart will 
resume its rhythm. 
Aromatic spirits of ammonia is 
the aid first thought of in this 
I emergency. It owes its effective- 
j ness to the fact that it irritates the 
mucous membranes, causing re­ 
flex stimulation of the heart, is 
rapidly absorbed and raises the 
j blood pressure and stim ulates the 
I heart through the nerve centers.

syncope, but they all respond to 
the same treatm ent.

Editor, The Circleville Herald: 
City Council is asking the voters 
of Circleville to vote for an addi­ 
tional three mill levy on the real 
estate of the city. 
The voters have been informed 
of many of the reasons why this 
levy should be passed. All state­ 
ments made by the Finance Com­ 
mittee of city council are abso­ 
lutely true, and I hope the voters 
will vote right on next Tuesday. 
I think the merchants should 
vote Yes on this issue, because if 
it does not pass the street lights 
must lie turned out for a long 
time, and the city will be in dark­ 
ness during the night periods. The 
merchants will then suffer a big 
loss of business that is now com­ 
ing to them nights. People will not 
come into a town that has been 
blacked out to spend their money. 
We, also, will be at the mercy of 
criminals after nightfall. 
The women of the city should 
vote Yes on 
this issue 
because 
without street lights it will be very 
dangerous, 
indeed, for them 
to 
leave their homes, even with es­ 
corts, after the sun goes down. 
It will also be necessary to re­ 
duce the personnel of the fire de­ 
partment, and to turn off many 
fire hydrants which will result in 
increased fire insurance rates to 
almost the amount we are asking 
in increased taxes, and the city 
will be in great danger from fires. 
Materials for street repairs can 
be and are paid for from funds 
coming from gasoline taxes. But 
we do not receive enough money 
from tills source to pay the men 
to do the repair w'ork. This must 
come from the general fund, If 
the levy is not passed, the gen­ 
eral fund will be so badly depleted 
that the men cannot be employed 
and the streets of the city will 
soon be in a deplorable condition. 
Council does not squander the 
city’s money. We try to be as care­ 
ful in spending the funds of the 
city as we are in conducting our 
own 
businesses. The people 
of 
Circleville continuously ask coun­ 
cil for improvements of all kinds. 
Without sufficient funds council 
cannot 
grant the numerous 
re­ 
quests made, nor can the ordinary 
affairs of the city be properly con­ 
ducted. 
If the voters of Circleville want 
the city to continue to go for­ 
ward, not backward, they will vote 
Yes on the three mill levy next 
Tuesday.

HAWAII 
AND 
STATEHOOD 
Next Tuesday the one hundred 
thousand people of Hawaii will go 
to the polls to vote. Tile question 
they will answer is “Do you want 
Hawaii to become the forty-ninth 
state of the United States?” The 
majority of Hawaiians want to 
become a state and there is no 
reason why 
she should 
not be 
granted her wish. 
Hawaii is in­ 
dustrious. progressive and prosper­ 
ous. 
She pays 
more taxes than 
any one of fourteen states in the 
United States Systems of public 
education are excellent and her fi­ 
nancial status is unquestioned. 
The request to become a state 
is not a new' one. It began in 1805 
when Haw'aii was still a monarchy, 
In 1898 she entered the Union as a 
territory. 
This. 
they thought, 
would be the first step leading 
to state hood. Her people are still 
waiting. 
They term this question 
as “the most important question 
ever to come before the Territory”. 
They contend that they bear the 
same burdens and should have the 
same benefits 
as the inhabitants 
of continental America. 
She w'ould be granted the right 
to vote, to be represented in Con­ 
gress. and would be allowed to 
build her own army and navy. 
This surely is a fine and hard-1 
working territory. 
Don t you, as 
Americans, believe that she is cap­ 
able of becoming the forty-ninth 
state of these United States?
